When the conferences are finally con- 
cluded the question that brought 1,500 
railroad labor representatives to Chi- 
‘eago will be ‘sept back testhe member- 
ship of such organizations as have not 
Slready taken a referendum vote on it. 

Indications are that the result of 
any further voting will be virtualy dic- 
tated by the advice of leaders who are 


convinced of the futility of a general 
Walkout. It certainly will not favor a 
strike. 


Information from an unimpeachclle 
Source supports these conclusions. 

While the railroad board’s order has 
been a source of seérious dissatisfac- 
tion to the 1,500,000 railway employés 
of the country, union leaders evidently 


Wages. will be increased again when 
transportation traffic picks up. 

Will Fight on Working Rules. 

But the rail unions are intrenched 
for a last ditch fight on working rules, 
union chiefs state. When in April the 
labor board issued an order directing 
that the national working agreements 
in force since thej government took 
over the roads should terminate July 
1, opganized labor lost one of the 
hardest fought battles in its history. 

It now develops that this order, and 
not the wage reduction decision, cre- 
ated the dissatisfaction that started 
strike talk. 

But last week the railroad labor 
board issued an addendum to its order 
abrogating the national agreements. 
It ruled that inasmuch as no substi- 
tute code had been settled upon by the 
railways and their employés, the na: 
tional rules, excepting those applying 
to ‘pay for overtime, should remain in 
force for an indefinite period. 

Thus the rail workers at least tem- 
porarily retrieved something of what 
they had lost. It Was this fact that 
“changed the complexion” of the 
issue.

, Wage Issue Easily Met. 

“If it had ‘been merely the wage 
question, said one of the railway 
labor chiefs last night, .“ the delegates 
to these conferences would have dis- 
posed of that with a formal protest at 
the most.

TOWORK TUESDAY 


Return Pending Vote on 
Agreement. 


Carpenters engaged in construction 
work will return to their jobs on 
Tuesday, thus ending the tieup in the 
building trades occasioned by their 
inactivity. 

This decision was made jast night 
at a meeting of the carpenters’ district 
council at 5605 South Statd street. The 
men will go back at their old wage— 
$1.26 an hour—pending a referendum 
vote to be taken within two weeks 


to decide whether the carpenters will 


accept the tentative agreement en- 

tered into between their district coun- 

cil and the Associated Builders. 
Status of Carpenters. 

The employers have asked that 
wages be reduced from $1.25 to . $1 
an hour. After walking out, the 
carpenters, governed by a rule of their 


international organization, which says. 
no outside arbitrator shall be used to, 


settle disputes in regard to pay or 
working conditions, refused to be 
party to the building trades arbitra- 
ton before Judge Landis. . 

Then the tentative agreement, which 
is now being put to referendum vote, 
was entered into. By this the cdrpen- 
ters are to receive as a minimum wage 
the maximum wage which Judge Lan- 
dis shall determine for any of the basic 
trades. In addition, they agree to dis- 
card a rule which says no buliding ma- 
terials shall be used by them which 
have been made by nqnunion labor. A 
section was substituted excluding mate- 
rials made by prison labor only. 

New President Installed. 

Last night’s meeting saw the in- 
stallation of Harry Jensen, who re- 
cently defeated William Brims for. the 
presidency of the Carpenrers’ District 
eouncil. A few days ago Jensen and 
the Associated Builders were informed 
by Judge Landis that he did not be- 
lieve their tentative agreemen: was 


good because it gave the carpenters xe 


preferential rate. 

It is rumored that the federal jur- 
ist will hand down a differential rate 
for the building trades in his ddcision, 


which is expected next week. Through 


such a decision the wage cut of some 
trades would be greater than that of 
others. 
Extra Police for Grain Strike.

About 300 employés of nine grain ele.

A Battle of Thrills. 


It was a great fight, it was a 
great Dempsey, and it was a 
great Carpentier, and in this won- . 
derful stadium which Tex Rick- 
ard planted .in Jersey City as a 
monument to pugilism there was 
an army of fans. It was a battle 
in which thrillfollowed thrill al; 
most as rapidly 
spits its deadly fire. 

Dempsey’s defense of the title 
was characteristic of the man, but 
Georges Carpentier, this man of 
courage from across the water, 
fought the battle of a gladiator, 
the type of a struggle that is ex- 
pected of a hero. 

When he entered the ring there 
was a smile on his face; when ‘he 
was taken out on the arm of Fran- 
cois Deschamps, his manager, ‘he 
was smiling..

Carpentier at the hands of Jack Demp- 
sey in their bout for the world’s cham- 
pionship in Jersey City today was sig- 
naled with white lights by airplanes, 
on newspaper screens, and by theater 
announcements. 

The crowds, absolutely dumfounded, 
refused to believe the first bulletin tél- 
ing of Carpentier being knocked out. 

The chief gathering place of Ameri- 
cans was the Place de la Concorde. 
Dempsey’s victory was received by 
The French spectators 
gazed upon the Americans in silence. 

Hundreds of thousands of persons 
were standing be%ore bulletin boards 
on the boulevards, Men, women, and 
children stood in silence while they 
read how Carpentier was completely 
outclassed and outfought. 

President Millerand and his famfly 
at Elysee palace received a series of 
bulletins, sent by the government wire- 
less station at the Eiffe ltower. 

The Associated Press flash was the 
first to reach Paris. It was received 
at 8:32 o’clock this evening. 


Mrs. Carpentier Gets Word. 
Mme. Carpentier listened to the 
progress of the fight in the editorial 
rooms of the Petit Parisien. Her 
optism did not fail until the fourth 


‘round. When the word came that her 


husband had taken thé count she 
turned away and said: “Georges is 
defeated. I shall cancel my trip to 
the United States and await his return 
to me.” 

Carpentier’s wife, when seen later, 
said the shock to her was very severe, 
and her greatest grief was that she 
was not with Georges. Her one desire 
was that her husband return to her as 
soon as possible. She added proudly,’ 
however, “‘No matter what the result, 
he fought like a Frenchman and a 
sportsman.”

The disadvantages are several. The 
food elements are out of balance. There 
is too much sugar for the amount of 
fat, protein and mineral salts. So far 
as we now know sweetened condensed 
milk is deficient in that vitamine which 
prevents scurvy. 

The babies fed on sweetened condensed 


milk are generally fat, chubby and have 


plenty of dimples. In the old time baby 
show they had a way of taking the 
prizes, for when bedecked with lace and 


ribbons they were good to look at. But. 


the physicians say they easily got bowel 
trouble, especially in hot weather,’ and 
when they did they crumpled up quickly. 
Babies fed on cow's milk have less re- 
sistance than those fed on human milk. 
Those fed on sweetened condensed milk 
have even less resistance. In spite of 
these disadvantages of sweetened con- 
densed milk, its convenience, especially 
in homes where ice is not taken, causes 
it to be widely used. 

Evaporated milk has the advantage 
over sweetened condensed milk, as it is 
very much better balanced from the nu- 
tritional standpoint. Therefore physi- 
cians advise it in preference to the sweet- 
ened product. Its disadvantage is that it 
does not keep well. When a can is opened 
it must be kept in the icebox or used up 
quickly, 

The baby foods have a considerable fole 
lowing. In every community there areé 
a number of mothers who advocate one 
food, talk it among their friends because 
their. babies thrived on it, ofttimes 
after having failed to thrive on other 
foods. There is another group that talks 
up another brand, a third group that talks 
up a third brand, and so on. AI! are 
honest, earnest women speaking out of 
their experiences. 

The various baby foods are convenient, 
they keep well, they do not require to 
be kept in the icebox, they @o not go to 
pleces in any way rapidly. A package 
kept anywhere near right can be emptied 
before the contents spoil. These foods 
have had several! scientific boosts in re- 
cent years. 

The scientific approval of milk powders 
reacts favorably on them, since most 
of them have milk powder as a base. 
The proof that milk can be dried without 
loss of vitamines has helped them, so 
has the proof that the anti-scurvy prin- 
ciple is kept intact when it has been 
dried. Some experiments made at the 
University of Illinois which proved the 
value of one of these foods have reacted 
to the advantage of all of them. Finally, 
since so many of them contain malt in- 
gredients, all the advocacy of malt soups 
and other malt preparations has helped 
them. 

The disadvantages of the baby foods 
are several. They are expensive. . In

using them we are apt to try to make 
the baby fit the food and not the food 


In some particulars they are not well 
balanced from the standpoint of nutri- 
tional elements. But the main objections 
is that they lead us farther away from 
the basic proper methods of feeding—and 
that is mother’s milk flowing directly 
from the teat into the baby’s mouth, 
unhandled and unfabricated.

S. B. writes: “I seek a remedy far 
sleeplessness. I use that term and not 
insomnia because I am not, up to this 
time, made in any degree uncomfortable 
by the unnatural condition which I seek 
to have removed.

I seldom notice my lack 
of sleep, though occasionally I am a little 
dizzy. I am afraid of senile dementia. 
I am unwilling to resort to drugs of any 
kind. I do not use tobacco or tea or 
coffee. My principal exercise is a rapid 
walk of three or four miles the first 
thing in the morning. For mental exer- 
cise 1 read heavy books and magazine 
articles and I combine largé numbers 
in my head,”

THE ELEEMOSYNARY STEEL 
CORPORATION. 

Fort Atkinson, Wis., June 28.—[Editor 
of The Tribune.]—I was much interested 
in the editorial in last Sunday’s issue of 
THe TRIBUNE in regard to the Pitts- 
burgh basing plan. There is one phase 
of the matter as you and others have 
handled it that leaves a wrong impres- 
sion. 

During the war and through 1919 and a 
good part of 1920 the steel corporation 
supplied in the neighborhood of€40 per 
cent of the steel consumed in this coun- 
try, and while the prices of independents 
ranged variou from $10 to $126 per ton 
higher than e corporation, getting 
theirs while 


e getting was good, the 
corporation voluntarily 


increased its 
wages from time to time until wages 
were more than double, but kept their 
selling prices down and did their best to 
protect their customers and stabilize the 
market. 

In regard to the foregoing, so as to be 
more specific, during the latter part of 
1919 and early 1920 independents quoted 
galvanized sheets as high as $240 per ton, 
while the corporation supplied their cus- 
tomers at $114 per ton f..o. b. Pittsburgh, 
and when prices wem at this extreme do 
not recall of. any independent selling for 
less than $180 a ton. 

Now, the foregoing has nothing what- 
ever to do with the question in hand ex- 
cept to explain the attitude of the steel 
corporation’s customers toward them, re- 
gardless of the fact that many of these 
same customers are members of the 
Western Association of Rolled Steel Con- 
sumers, who are trying to have the Pitts-

His psychology is 
st times almost unbelievably accurate—he has that half cynical honesty about 
semantic situations which is a relief after the soppiness of many writers of love 
genes. [That word soppy is lifted"from “ Coquette.” Sally’s abomination is a 
wppy person. ] 

He somehow gathers in enough mist from the heavens to veil his story 
with atmosphere. But in a story which seems perfectly quiet and uneventful, 
which is wholly psychological, all of a sudden he will inject pure melodrama. 
Maybe that’s the way life treats us, but somehow it always jolts the clouds 
of atmosphere away, and the little river of psychology seems to be dammed, 
and you feel as though he had got tired of his fine writing and had said to 
himself, “I.gotta finish this thing. Guess I'll put a little jazzy tragedy in and 
call it a book.” 

“ Coquette ” is a thriller through most of its pages because it is brilliant 
psychologizing about the mind of a-self-enlisted coquette. At the end it isa 
thriller in the same way that “ Blue Jeans” was and that “ The Bat ” is, because 
death, either imminent or sudden, is a cheap nerve tingler.

There he becomes 
Scaramouche, and all of the rest of the way through the almost four hundred 
pages he plays the part of that wily cynic, no matter what part fate gives him 
in the mime of life. This story has all of the thrill of the Stanley Weyman 
tales (s’.ades of a childhood literary aberration! How I used to love ’em), and 
has something of.a literary flavor besides. A sweep of a plumed hat, every- 
thing done with a gesture, conversation graceful and*subtle—everything that 
one might ask of a romantic novel is here. If any book can overcome one’s 
prejudice toward the historical romance, “ Scaramouche” ought to do it.

EALLY, I do not see why I should not write about dogs. The dog is 
@ literary topic. Schopenhauer, the philosopher of pessimism, proved that 
his philosophy was genuine by living alone with a poodle. Frederick the 
Great, ‘in his leisure hours a pessimistic philosopher, too, wanted to be 

buried with his dogs, because he despised the “rae¢e méchamte" of human 

beings. Anatole France is tenderly profuse about Riquet, M. Bergeret’s little 
dog, and tries to tel] us what Riquet feels and thinks, what he reveres and 
loves and fears. ‘ 


It was not always so. On the classical French stage at the time of 
Louis XIV. certain words were permitted as “noble,” other ones were for- 
bidden as “low.” When Racine in one of his tragedies used‘the word “ dog,” 
his daring .was admired, praised, and blamed. His successors were less au- 
dacious; they Called the dog “de la fidélité respectable soutien,” the respect- 
able adherent of fidelity. But these times of restraint are gone; nowadays 
we are allowed to call a dog a dog [in literature] and so I may just as well 
use this privilege. 

Anatole France does not share the idea of Descartes, that animals are 
soulless mechanisms, Here is the beginning of his novel “M. Bergeret @ 
Paris": “M, Bergeret was sitting at table and taking his frugal supper. 
Riquet was lying at his feet on a cushion. Riquet’s soul was religious, and 
he bestowed the honors of divinity on the human being. He thought that 


‘) hig master was very good and very great. Especially when he saw him at 


table he conceived the sovereign grandeur and goodness of M. Bergeret. Every- 
thing eatable seemed beautiful and precious to him, but human food impressed 
him as something august. He worshiped the dining room as a temple, the 
table as an altar. During the meal he kept his place at his master's feet, 
silent and immobile.” + 

Later on, Zoé, M. Bergeret’s sister, wants to dust the sideboard. Riquet 
begins to growl and to bark at her and gets into a condition of wild excite- 
ment. ‘He cannot endure such a desecration. Zoé complains about the 
Stupidity of the dog, but her brother takes his side. “He is intelligent,” says 
M. Bergeret. ‘He does not understand all our ideas, but we do not under- 
stand all of his, The souls are impenetrable." [Oh tragedy!] 2

A Melancholy Dog Called Comical. 


O dogs feel that, too? Mine do. I have two dogs. One is a female, the 
most melancholy looking dog I ever saw. ‘Her name is Comical, She 
knows all my moods, sufferings, loathings, despairs. She knows them 
by intuition. The other dog is a male, a wire haired terrier, an Eng- 
lish aristocrat. [His mother was Lady Squibbs.] His name is Innocent 
on Sundays, Nocy on week days. Queer names? Not at ail. My neighbor 
has a collie, whom he calls Alma Gluck. Sometimes I hear her bark. What 
a voice, what a technique! 


Nocy has no intuition, but he tries hard to understand. At such mo- 
ments he gives his neatly designed head the angle of interrogation, as if 
he wanted to see more clearly. But soon he returns to activity, for he is a 
practical dog and averse to wasting his time in useless assaults at the 
“Unknowable.” . 
Il love dogs: what an immense asset of joy, benevolence, sympathy, is 
shown by the incessant movements of their psychographic tails! Highbrows 
think they are vulgar. A German poet once wrote the following gords: “Go 
away. Grief is noble and you, though you are whining so faithfully, are 
low.” Ridiculous arrogance, stupid overvaluation of human nature! Our 
grief is never exclusively noble; even in the periods of deepest grief we re- 
main “low,” subject to all the imperative demands of animalism, and the 
only difference is that we know it and that this knowledge adds a subtle dnd 
poignant nuance to our suffering. : ; 
There has been endless debating about the difference between the thought 
of the animal and that of the human being. I think that the difference exists 
only in quantity, not in quality. The foundation of thought is memory. Vol- 
taire has already said: “ Without memory, no mind.”. Are the dogs endowed 
with memory? No doubt. Aftér many years of separation the dog will recog- 
nize his master, only he does it by smell. We recognize things by smell, too, 
occasionally, and there is even a French saying: “The nose is the memory.” 
The fragrance of a flower may bring back long forgotten associations of 
thought. But We have many other means of identifying objects. ‘We know 
for instance the appearance, the anatomy, the history of the human being. 
It is doubtful whether the dog knows that a. human being has two arms, 
two legs, two ears, and one nose. . He is able to see these details, but it is 
questionable whether he ever perceived them, stated them. to himself. What 
he knows is probably this: a certain kind of smell designates a human being. 

No Future for the Barking Language. 

T is often said that the*dog cannot form abstract notions. He probably 

can. He knows that a cat is not a squirrel, he distinguishes a rabbit from 

a bird. Well, what else is abstraction? He does not reach the result by a 

complicated logical process of eliminating certain @haracteristics and com- 
bining other ones, but do we? Life would be a rather wearisome affair if 
every time I mention a cat I should have to go through the business of put- 
ting together the mosaic of details which when it is completed means “ cat.” 
The dog has senses, the dog has memory, to retain the impressions 
which he receives through his senses; the dog has a language to communicate 
his impressions. But at this point we must pause. Man gets most of his 
notions through the eye and the ear, and he can fix these notions and impart 
them through signs which apply to the eye and the ear. The dog has notiona, 
too, but he gets most of them through smell. Smell cannot, however, be 
reproduced, and so the dog‘cannot reproduce his notions. Evidently it is im- 
possible to impart smell notions through the ear or the eye. The dog, who 
ought to have a language founded on the communication of smells, uses a 
language which by its nature is bound to ignore his strongest, most fun- 
damental faculty. Under these circumstances it is to be feared that the bark- 
ing language has no great future. That barking is differentiated and ex- 
presses emotions and various grades of emotion is sure. But whether, for in- 
stance, a dog can say in barking: “Here is a bird!” “There is a man!” and 
so on, is doubtful. 

This is a dualism which seems to be inherent in a dog’s nature and which 
prevents him from reaching a higher position in the myriad graded scale 
of nature. As he has not the right kind of language, the language which 
would be adequate to his organization, he cannot fix and retain his impres- 
sions, he cannot develop his memory. Every dog observer knows how easily 
a dog forgets. | ‘ 

In this respect—a pessimst might say—he is happier than we are. We 
remember, alas! all the bitterness of life to our last hour. We remember the 
foul taste of all those cups we had to empty to the dregs; contempt from 
fools, treason from friends® humiliations from cads and knaves. Every night 
before going to bed we ought to drink a cocktail mixed of Lethe and that 
wonderful ingredient which the French all “Ye m’en fiche,” the Russians 
“ Nitshewo,” the Germans “ Wurstigkeit,” and the Americans “TI don't care.”

“‘*After the trial the court should at 


onee enter the verdict and judgment 
thereon, and tmmediately thereafter 
derinitely fix the date for the execution 
of the defendant, which may be set at 
any time thereafter, except on Sunday, 
but time of such sentence to be fixed 
just sufficiently far ahead to give the 
sheriff of the county time to properly 
prepare for the execution of the de- 
fendant.’”’ 

Wanderer scratched his ears and 
a@ wan smile lit up his face for a second 
as Judgé David set the date for his 
‘execution. 

As the judge read, “ And he is sen- 
tenced to be hanged by the neck until 
dead,” Wanderer yawned and rubbed 
his hand across his face. 

David Raps “Public Officials.” 

Béfore discharging the jurors Judge 
David congratulated them asemen who 
had not shirked their duty to serve as 
jurors. Then he made a bitter attack 
on what he termed zttempts by public 
officials: to influence the verdict of the 


jury. | 
“If there were more men like you,” 


. he said, “there would not be so much; 


talk of crime going unpunished. You 
men showed you were able to come to 
a decision without being swayed by 
tears or attermpts to give false impres- 
sions to the jury.

Registration Cheaper for 
Poor Man.

tration were too high for the small 
property owner and we had this pro- 
vision inserted in the bill. 


Important for Owners. 


Probably thé most important and 
beneficial from the standpoint of real 
estate owners is senate bill No. 451. 
Heretofore abstracts of title and cop- 
ies thereof could only be used as evi- 
dence of title in Torrens and Burnt 
Record proceedings. They could not 
be used in ejectment, in partition, or 
in any other suits. 

There also have been continual suits 
over the question whether an abstract 
or copy was or was not merchantable. 
This bill provides for the certification 
of abstracts by the chief examiner of 
titles, and? when certified by him, the 
abstracts of title will be admissible in 
eVidence in any legal or equitable pro- 
ceeding for proving title. The cost 
will be nominal, not more than $1. 

The double filing of plats for prop- 
erty in Chicago is done away with in 
house bill No. 396. The old statute of 


plats was passed before the Torrens 


act and only provided for filing in the 
recorder’s office. The result was that 
a double filing in both offices has re- 
sulted, since the city map department 
would not recognize plats filed only in 
the Torrens office. The new statute pro- 
vides for the filing .of plats affecting 
Torrens property in the Torrens office, 
and nonregistered property plats in the 
recorder’s office, doing away with the 
double filing.

I stood on the hurricane deck of the 
United States transport Henderson and 
watched three naval air service ships 
dilop twelve bombs on the submarine 
and send it to the bottom of the sea.

The bombing of the submarine was, 
according to naval officers, a test of 
materials. 


“We expect the airmen to hit the 
target,” said the commander in charge 
of the tests.

The next morning, June 21, 
F-5-L, flying boats, carrying five men 
and four bombs each, set out from the 
naval base at Norfolk.

OONER or later every architect 
who designs homes has a try at 
the broad, shallow house which 
we call colonial, which the Eng- 

lish call Georgian, and which the 
French, who had it before either Eng- 
land or America, say fragkly is de- 
rived from the Italian renaissance. 
The architect ig as much interested in 
the problem which such a house pre- 
sents as in its merits. It gives privacy, 
dignity, beauty, and symmetry; it is, in 
some ways, the handiest type of house; 
but, unless carefully handled, it is like- 
ly to be as obvious and devoid of per- 
sonality as a paving block. 

The designer of this dwelling has 
avoided those difficulties in an interest- 
ing fashion. The main part of the 
ground floor of the house is 42 feet 
broad and 20 deep. The central third 
of this block is jutted forward six feet; 


and from this even division of space

But where’s the one to throw the first 
stqne at this extravagance 
en unquestionably a silk stocFing is 
to the foot and ankle what lines in a 
dress are to the figure? 

How to make them last, so that their 
work of beautifying may go on indefi- 
nitely? 

First, then, you should know that 
your silk stockings are the snob mem- 
bers of the family wash, and their 
aloofness should be encouraged. What 
is good for the rest of the wash may 
be death to your silk stockings. A sep- 
arate washday, when your undivided 
attention may be given them, is recom- 
mended; otherwise they are apt to-suf- 
fer. 


How to Wash Silk Stockings. 

You should not sogk white or colored 
silk stockings. They skould be washed 
out quickly in warm water and a good 
white soap and rinsed well in clear 
water. Then put them in a coarse 
towel and wring them out as dry as 
possible before hangfhg up to dry. And 
do not hang them in the sun to dry. 
Neither should you iron them, The 
same recipe may be used for washing 
silk gloves as well. 

If you follow these tnstructions your 
colored and white stockings wilil never 
fade, nor yellow, nor spot, and they will 
dry quickly. 

A smart trick with black silk stock- 
ines to prolong the life of them is to 


First you “boot the stocking,” the 
official way of expressing the act of 
donning stockings to preserve them. 

Slip the thumbs inside the top of 
the stocking and gather it nimbly with 
the fingers right down to the toe, hoid- 
ing the gathering and stretching It 
slightly at ankle and toe to allow the 
foot to slip right into it without run- 
ning against the leg part of the stock- 
ing. Hold the gathering until the toe 
is In place, and then gradually loosen 
the gathering as the foot requires.

N thinking of food entertainment 

for the Fourth of July it is difficult 

| to decide whether people are most 

interested in what goes intg the 

picnic basket or on to the holiday din- 

ner table. Our grandmothers used to 

make a happy compromise, and serve 

a real dinner on picnic ground tables, a 
fish dinner, or a meat barbecue.

boiled fish or made a fish chowder to 
add to the extensive layout of bread 
and cakes and pies that they brought 
from home, It is difficult to prepare a 
home dinner with anything like the 
spirit that goes into such preparations, 
yet it must be done, and here are two 
menus that can be made more or less 
true to the day:

Cherry Tarts 
If flowers are used on the table per- 
haps nothing is more suitable than the 
wild rese. It is dainty in odor and a 
native of our country. 
Fruit Relish. 

The ideal glasses in which to serve 
a fruit relish are the almost compotier 
sized stem glass, of the old champagne 
style for the shaved ice, and the inner 
stemless bowl of the same shape for 
the fruit. These also come in plate. 
The fruit may be cut in cubes, for 
the sake of economy, and may consist 
of watermelon, cantaloupe, cherries, 
orange, grapefruit, and almost any 
combination, or just one of these. It 
should be well chilled and sprinkled 
with fine sugar, even if a salad dress- 
ing is to be added with the fruit. Or 
it may be served with any truit sirup— 


a few drops of lemon juice—or orange 


Maryland Fried Chicken. 
It is reckless almost to give a recipe 


Hundreds of small towns in our | 
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for fried chicken and call it “a la 
Maryland,” because recipes for fried 
chicken with this tag vary so greatly. 
It may even be cooked to perfection in 
a Dutch oven—pot-roasted. A neigh- 
bor writes her recipe thus : “ Disjoint 
a full grown tender chicken. Roll 
each piece in melted butter and flour 
seasoned with pepper and salt. Bake 
in a hot oven one-half hour. When 
the chicken has browned a little pour 
over all the pieces one cup of cold 
water. This can be served with or 
without cream sauce.” 


Other people fry the chicken until it 
is well browned, then put it into the 
oven for 20 minutes, in a closely cov- 
ered frying pan, with a tiny bit of 
boiling water. New England prefers 
to fry chicken carefully disjointed— 
not chopped in pieces, in salt pork fat. 
Other sections use lard. 


I think that if any one is a careful 
cook, butter is far and away the best 
medium—browns best and at a desir- 
able temperature for cooking chicken 
—and if the frying or sauteing is care- 
fully done, shaking the pan, or lifting 
pieces with knife and fork frequently, 
it is best then to cover chicken, set in 
hot oven, and let it steam in its own 
juices, but these may have been cooked 
out and wasted. 


(ream Gravy. 
In frying chicken, the flour, fat and 
meat juices are all browned— it is easy 
to dry up the juices and burn all of 
these—to make the ideally delicious 
surface; but part of this brown in- 
evitably is in the pan. To make a 
cream gravy, pour a bit of obolling 
water on this and stir until the brown 
has been dissolved, then add cream 
and cook five minutes. stirring well. 
Buttered Beets. 
We may have buttered beets of a 
magenta red or of a fruit red, accord- 
ing to the way we cook them, but the 
fruit is perhaps the bost for a 
Fourth of July menu. However beets 
are cooked, it should always be gently. 
With hard boiling all the fiber in them 
is stiffened, and they never come soft, 
although really cooked. The Jewish 
way is to peel beets, cut fine, and cook. 
Only a tiny bit of water need be vse4, 
and since the beets are in pieces, they 
will cook over a bit of fire, after tho 
water once boils, in from fifteen to 
twenty minutes. Butter and serve. if 
cooked whole, next drop into cld 
water, peel, chop, and butter, press into 
cups, and turn out on lettuce leaves. 
Garden Lettuce Salad. 

The nice thick small leaves of some 
varieties of head lettuce make a salad 
that goes particularly well with roast 
lamb or roast chicken. Wash and dry 
the leaves carefully, put into bowl, 


which may be garlic rubbed. For four 
people sprinkle over leaves half a tea- 
spoon of salt and one teaspoon of 
sugar, mix the whole, add one table 
spoon of oil, and turn over leaves thor- 
oughly with fork and spoon before add- 
ing rest of seasoning. Shake a little 
paprika into the spoon in which oil was 
measured, add about a teaspoon of 
vinegar, and dissolve the paprika in it 
by stirring. Scatter this over the 
salad and toss all. It is best to dress 
tender green leaves the last second 
before. serving them or at the table. 
Some people abhor the idea of sugar 
in a salad dressing, but it improves a 
number of sorts. People used to eat 
garden lettuce with sugar and vinegar. 
Sponge Cake. 

For a large cake take five eggs, one 
cup of sugar, one cup of flour, one tea- 
spoon of baking powder, if you think 
you must, and a teaspoon of flavoring. 
Sift the sugar and flour.. Separate the 
eggs and beat the whites to a stiff 
snow, then beat the sugar carefully. 
into them a little at a time. Fold into 
them the yolks beaten for five minutes 
or longer, then fold into whoie the 
flour, add flavoring, and bake in tube 
pan for forty-five or fifty minutes. 
Have oven hot enough to heat batter 
quickly, but lower heat almost at once. 


Raspberry> Mousse. 

Raspberry juice will stand consider- 
able diluting with water, especially 
when the water is added to the berries 
and the whole are cooked. The rasp- 
berries may be cooked without sugar, 
the liquid used for a sirup, and this 
poured over beaten egg whites as in 
making a cooked icing, this compound 
to be fluffed with whipped cream and 
frozen like any mousse. A pinch of salt 
may be added to the sirup and a little 
lemon juice to the raspberry juice. 

' One-half cup of raspberry juice 
stirred with two cups of sugar till the 
latter is dissolved, the whole cooked to 
220 degrees, then poured over two 
beaten egg whites with constant beat- 
ing, will be a good base for a mousse. 
When it is cool you may fold into it 
almost any desired amount of whipped 
cream, but one-half cup whipped will 
make it fluffy.

ceedingly mild with some cream, as 
root beer is. A bottle of seltzer water 
is needed for the foam, but a slight 
foam may be secured by pouring the 
liquid from a distance when plain water 
is used. By the way, all the old books 
on beverages say take “ spring water,” 
and this is the best for this. 

A pint of it was used with one-half 
ounce of hops and one tablespoon of 
ground ginger, gently boiled for one- 
half hour. The hop leaves take up 
water, so there will be about a measur- 
ing cup of the liquid at the end of a 
half hour. Strain this off, add. one 
half cup of brown sugar, or one-fourth 
pound would be a more accugate mea- 
sure, and cook about ten utes, or 
to sirup stage. When this has cooled 
add to this one cup or a little more of 
cold water. This amount is enough for 
eight glasses, and will keep for some 
days. 

Fill a giass one-fourth full of the 
sirup, then add seltzer water till the 
foam reaches the top of the glass. 
Half as much cream as sirup, or just 
as much, may be added before the 
seltzer water. 

Red Sweet Pepper Relish. 

Chop a red sweet pepper fine, mix it 
with an equal measure of butter, 
spread on narrow strips of toast or in 
thin toasted sandwiches, Other sea- 
sonings may be added. 

Boiled Salmon. 

Salmon, whether whole or in slices, 
should be put to boil in boiling water. 
This water may be seasoned with 
green sweet pepper, sliced, lemon rind, 
and what you will. None of the flavors 
thus added are apparent in the cooked 
fish except in the improved quality. 
Without a fish kettle it is best to tie the 
fish in cheesecloth and lower it into 
the boiling water. Twenty minutes is 


a safe allowance for the gentle cooking | 


of the fish. If there is a desire to use 
it cold, or in made dishes, leave it in 
the cloth. Hot, it may be served with 
the old fashioned butter sauce, a Hol. 
landaise sauce, or with just plain melt- 
ed butter and some lemon juice—use

Choose short, bulky cucumbers, ano 
peel carefully, cutting off ends and 
dividing whole into about th equal 
parts. Boil or blanch for ut five 
minutes, but not enough so that the 
seeds will come out. Drain and cool a 
little, then dip in slightly beaten egg 
yolk, then in cracker crumbs, and 
sauté gently in butter, turning once. 
A piquant sauce may be served with 
these, or just plain lemon juice, but 
nothing is needed in addition to make 
them palatable. If you want to serve 
the salmon cold these, fresh cooked, 
warm up the meal, or they may be 
served with cold meats for the same 
purpose. 

Cherry Tartiets. 

Some people will not attempt to 
make ple crust or tart shells in sum- 
mer, but the cherry filling which is 
so attractive in tartlets may be used 
on pleces of cake. For each cup of 
preserved cherry juice used, take two 
teaspoons of granulated tapioca. Cook 
the two until the whole is thick, put in 
the cherries which were drained out, 
cook until they are hot, cool and use 
for a bright filling.

On colors which 
when tested are not fast you will have 
to be limited as to soap and ammonia. 
Sometimes, you can at least lessen the 
stain in colors by stretching it over a 
bow! and applying ice. 

. Grass Stains. 


These stains can be removed from all 
kinds of goods by spotting with ether. 
But for white goods, if you do not hap- 
pen to have the ether in the house, alco- 
hol will do just as well, or sometimes

On wash goods soap and water are 
sufficient; carbontetrachloride for silks. 


Greasy Shine, 

Often from wear or too much press- 
ing suits, especially those of men, get 
a shiny surface. Gently rub it with 
emery paper, steam vigorously by 
means of a damp cloth and hot iron or 
over a steaming board. If the color of 
the goodsipermits the places may be 
brushed with an alum solution, dried, 
and ironed while damp. 

Green Nuts. 

In white goods sponge repeatedly 
with water and acohol..« Then treat 
with eau de Javelle and wash and rinse 
well. Stains from walnuts cannot be 
removed by this chlorine bleach alone 
nor by salts. They are like the stains 
of photographic developers. 


It is well to have some of this on 
hand for moistening laces or embroid- 
eries or organdies which you do not 
want as stiff as starch would make 
them. Put one ounce of gum arabic in 
a cup of boiling water, keep the water 
until all dissolved, strain through a 
cheesecloth, and bottle what you do not 


need. 
Gutta Percha. 

This may be entirely dissolved by car- 
bontetrachloride or alcohol. “ 

Hair Stains. 

Oftentimes on the back of men’s 
coat collars there willbe an obstinate 
grease stain from hair. Make a solu- 
tion of four tablespoonfuls of ammo- 
nia, one tablespoonful of salt, and 
shake thoroughly before applying with 
a piece of cotton. Another method is 
to dissolve a little gall soap in warm 
water and brush the greasy spot and 
rinse.

Straw hats are difficult to clean well 
because the natural siliceous coatings 
prevent the liquids from penetrating.
